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The state of Vermont recognizes that emissions repairs not covered under warranty 
can be costiy. There is a time extension waiver avaiiabie to aiiow for additionai time 
to bring your vehicie into compiiance. 

if you have an emissions faiiure, have your emissions controi system diagnosed, 
and get an estimate to compiete the repair. Many emissions component repairs 
may be covered under your vehicie’s emissions controi system warranty. You may 
be surprised to find out what is covered at no cost to you. The emissions controi 
system warranty differs from the “bumper to bumper” warranty. Contact your 
deaiership to find out more information. Check your vehicie’s owner’s guide or 
warranty bookiet for a contact phone number. 

if yourvehicie has passed aii of the safety components and the emissions repairs 
are not covered under the emissions warranty, you may quaiity for an additionai year 
to compiete the repairs. Repairing yourvehicie heips to protect our environment 
and our heaith by identifying vehicie probiems that cause increased air poiiutants. 
Benefits to Vermonters inciude ciean air, improved vehicie performance and fuei 
economy, and savings - timeiy repair of smaii probiems can often prevent more 
costiy repairs “down the road.” 

Time Extension Waiver: What You Need To Know 

• Yourvehicie must be ready forthe initiai OBDii inspection. The Time Extension 
waiver is not avaiiabie for activities reiated to getting your vehicie ready. 

• The extension oniy appiies to emissions controi components. Aii vehicie 
safety defects must be repaired in order to receive a pass sticker. 

• Check your vehicie’s emissions controi system warranty. The Time Extension 
waiver is not avaiiabie for repairs that are covered under warranty. 

• If the estimate to repairyour vehicle is under $200, you will have to have your 
vehicle repaired in order to get a pass sticker. If the estimate to repair your 
vehicle exceeds $200, oryou have spent more than $200 to repairyour vehicle, 
you may qualify for a one year time extension. 

• The Time Extension waiver is good for one inspection cycle. Next inspection, 
yourvehicie must be in safety and emissions compliance in order to receive 
a pass sticker.
